Document 1 describes an electrode device formed using a substrate film comprising a laminate 
made from a plastic film and a metallic film and having a recessed part for inserting a gelled 
substance . 

Further, document 2 describes providing a ring-shaped projection onto a flange part of a container 
itself that accommodates a gelled substance. 

Therefore, applying the constitution of a ring-shaped projection described in document 2 to the 
electrode device described in document 1, and thus constituting the invention of this application would 
be easy for a person skilled in the art to conceive of. Therefore, the invention of this application does 
not appear to involve an inventive step. 
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
